avoided. Trees and shrubs should 
be massed in groups, several or 
many in a group, with irregular 
intervals between tho groups. The 
taller shrnbs in any group should 
be at the center or r«*ar, with the 
smaller kinds in the foreground. 

Vines are employed to cover bare 
walls, t<< conceal the posts of boun¬ 
dary fences, to hide unsightly 
stumps or rocks and to screeu out¬ 
buildings from view. 

The tender plants are useful for 
borders along walks, or about the 
base of the building in front of 
the vines which cover tho walls. 
Small clumps irregularly scattered 
about in front of tho boshes may 
lie planted if it can be done with¬ 
out encroaching on the plavgrouud. 

All grouping should be as in¬ 
formal aud natural as possible. 
Proportion of design should be 
secured by balancing part with 
part, the parts being equivalent 
but by no means exactly alike. 

WHAT TO Pf.AXT. 

The most desirable trees to be 
used on the school grounds are 
the various maples, ash, black 
walnut, lindeu, poplar, elm, box 
elder, birch, beech, dogwod, red¬ 
bud, cutalpu and hawthorn. 

Of the taller shrubs, the follow¬ 
ing are worthy of mention : Snow¬ 
ball, syringa or mockoraugc, lilac, 
yellow dowering currant, deutzia, 
tnrtariau honeysuckle atd hydren- 
gea paniculata. The smaller ones 
especially recommended are the 
Howering almond, Japan quince, 
spirea van rfouteii and berberis 
purpurea, the purple barberry. 
The latter bush and privet are ex¬ 
cellent for low hedges if desired. 

Of the vines ampelopsis veitchii 
has no superior, and will cling 
even to smoothly painted brick 
walls. Tho Virginia oreeper. or 
woodbine, is an excellent climber 
to use for covering posts, tree

Nail strips of wood 
at top and bottom, and fusteu the 
strips against tho wall so that tho 
net wire is an inch or so from it. 

Perennials which give uufailiug 
satisfaction may be mentioned as 
follows: Perennial phlox, peony, 
golden rod. iris, jonquil, daffodil, 
narcissus, tulip, crocus, hyacinth, 
lily of the valley and such wild- 
lings as violets, anemone, spring 
beauty, blood root, dog tooth vio¬ 
let. Carolina phlox, trillium. etc.
